Two Tennesseeans were 
killed when they touched high vol­ 
tage power lines blown loose bv the 
storm, and a Chicago power lineman 
died repairing a wire 
La hing winds accompanied 
by 
rain, slept and snow, swept Michigan 
and .Saginaw Hay cottage residents 
watched nervously as 40-foot I^ake 
Huron ice f l o e s ground inland and 
began crushing an amusement park 
af W enonah Beach, near Ray City. 
Tile floes \u re blown inshore by 
winds reaching a velocity, at times, 
of 75 mile an hour 
Cities Paralyzed 
Damage throughout tile state was 
expected to br high as the storm 
paralyzed

largest cities. 
The heaviest blanket of snow was 
in the midwest Tile wind storm cov­ 
ered a wider section, extending into 
the east and parts of the south, 
Many 
sections reported rain, hail 
and sleet 
As winter scenes of snow and be­ 
low freezing tem peratures returned 
to the midwest, federal forecasters 
aid the now storm had abated and 
m g northeastw ard across 
e up the St. Lawrence val- 
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West Virginia and western Pcnn- 
sylvania reported winds as high as bo 
miles an hour which disrupted tele­ 
phone service and smashed plate 
RI*ss windows in downtown estab­ 
lishments. Power lines were blown 
down in H untington. W Va . while in 
Milwaukee 23 long distance tele­ 
phone circuits were disrupted by the 
heavy, wet snow 
W inds of 60 miles an hour swept 
across Tennessee and two men were 
killed when they came in contact 
with high voltage power lines. In 
Chicago a power lineman died while 
repairing a wire atop a pole 
In 
Nashville. Term . tem perature drop­ 
ped 18 degrees as the wind reached 
a velocity of 70 MPH m d gusts of

Form er Judge Johnson and his 
son, Capt. Albert W. Johnson, Jr., I 
wore acquitted yesterday of conspir­ 
acy to defraud the governm ent in 
proceedings before the Middle Penn­ 
sylvania District Court over which 
Johnson presided for more than 20 
years. 
Two other Johnson sons—Donald 
M. and Miller A.—and John Memolo 
i and Jacob Greenes were convicted 
i of the same charges. Sentences of 


I two years imprisonm ent and $10,OOO 
i fines each were assessed and bail 
denied. 
Defense counsel went before C ir­ 
cuit Court in a fight to bar re­ 
moval to federal prison of the four 
convicted pending action of appeals.

SUMMER PLANTS 


One of the most neglected of sum­ 
mer flowering bulbs are the achi­ 
menes, sometimes railed nut or spoon 
orchids, says Daniel O'Neil, writing 
in the New York Herald Tribune 
Originally natives of Central Ameri­ 
ca, they are ideal plants for New 
England summers, as they thrive In 
the heat They are of easy culture 
and most prolific bloomers and well 
repay the rare lavished on them. 
The little bulbs should be started 
indoors, sprout end up, any time 
from 
February through April, in 
good soil that has plenty of drain-! 
age. They do best in pots, and four 
or five bulbs in a four or five inch 
pot make a handsom e display. 
The bulbs are slow growing, like 
tuberous begonias, and the beginner 
should ant despair if they seem not 
to protrude above the soil for some 
time. They are gross feeders, and 
the application of liquid m anure will 
repay the gardener in prolific blos­ 
soms. 
Achimenes come in various shades 
o\ lavender, purple, violet, white and 
cerulean blue. Their blooming per­ 
iod is from June to October. Then 
the plants should be left to die 
down and the bulbs turned out and 
separated and stored in a cool place 
for the winter. The bulbs multiply 
rapidly and when brought into a 
warm room begin to sprout 
They dislike the hot summer sun 
and do best on a northern exposure 
A row «»f pots on a northern window ­ 
sill, inside or out, is most effective. 
If they grow too tall, they may bi1 
pinched to induce branching H w y 
sometimes require watering 
twice 
daily in the summer, and any dry­ 
ness during the blooming period will 
destroy their delicate blossoms.

Muskmelon Culture 
Worth All Trouble 


Home gardeners usually are eager 
: to obtain a crop of muskmelons from 
1 theii garden before the local .supply 
I becomes available, and do not mind 
going 
to some extra 
trouble 
to 
achieve this. Tile use of waxed paper 
tents over the outdoor sown crop 
•speeds germ ination and also keeps 
insects off the young plants. 
Starting the seeds indoors or in 
tile hotbed usually results in fail­ 
ure when t ransplanting is attem pted, 
even where individual containers are 
used and extra care is taken to pre­ 
vent Hie rootball from falling apart. 
However, there is one sure way to 
overcome this difficulty, and that is 
by sowing the seeds on upturned 
pieces of sod taken either from the 
lawn or meadow. Place them in 
shallow boxes aud separate with 
pieces of cardboard to prevent the 
roots nom traveling from one place 
j to another, 
j 
It carefully removed when outdoor 
planting time lias arrived the roots 
of the sod will hold tin* earth to­ 
gether and eliminate any disturb­ 
ance to tile root system itself. 


F ur E a r ly S p r i n g 


At 
feeding the lawn. Reseed 
thin and bare spots 
Scatter the 
seeds evenly at the rate of one 
pound to each 400 square feet 
Set out lily-of-fhe-vftllev clump* 
now. The tops of the pips should 
be just even with the ground. 
If roses were not planted last fall, 
get them in the ground as soon as 
planting conditions are right so they 
will become well established by the 
time hot w eather arrives.

Ju st before the leaves expand I* 
the best tim e to rid all trees and 
shrubs 
of

caterpillars. 
Scrape them off with a stick and 
drop them in kerosene or burn them. 
Trim the privet hedge before it be­ 
gins lo grow. 
Repair and paint garden fences 
and arbors before vines sta rt to 
make new growth. 
Shade choice broadleaved and 
other evergreens from 
the bright 
sun and strong winds of M arch, 
Early spring is the ideal 
time 
to plant I ruff trees. Orders should 
be placed now for delivery ut plant­ 
ing time. 
It you have facilities to grow vege­ 
tables, start indoors tomatoes, egg­ 
plants. cauliflower, early cabbage 
and broccoli. 
Magnolias should be transplanted 
soon. 
Flower seeds suitable for indoor 
sowing now are gaillardia, delphin­ 
ium, salvia, 
Vinca 
rosea, lobelia, 
dahlia, annual cam panula, snap­ 
dragon, verbena, heliotrope, lantana 
and torenia.

PREVENTING C OCCIDIOSIS 
Coccidiosis rem ains the most d an ­ 
gerous disease of chicks during the 
first two m onths of their lives. Tile 
trouble cannot, be cured by medici­ 
nal (losings. In fact, to date no m edi­ 
cine lias been found to curb the dis­ 
ease, much less to cure it. Poultry 
raisers must point all their efforts 
against coccidiosis toward ore major 
goal—prevention. 
Fortunately this 
Is not an unattainable aim ; it ann 
la* reached by proper feeding, ex­ 
treme precautions and strict sani­ 
tation. 
There are at least six forms of 
tiny organism s (coccidia) known to 
cause coccidiosis. Symptoms of the 
disease vary according to Hie p ar­ 
ticular form of coccidia causing it. 
Of course, the average poultry owner 
cannot determ ine among these forms 
but he ran be certain that tile same 
general program of prevention will 
safeguard his chicks Too, he can 
quite ap rely rely on the accuracy of
